T housands of 

residents will be 
able to swim for 
free at Hackney’s 
leisure centres thanks to a 
new scheme launched this 
month. 

Young people, up to the 
age of 18, already have 
access to free swimming 
during the school 
holidays, but now they 
will be able to take 
advantage of this all year 
round. The scheme has 
also been extended to 


benefit the over 60s. 

The move was praised 
by Age Concern Hackney. 
Its Chief Executive, 
Olexandra Stepaniuk, 
said: “I very much 
welcome the Council’s 
move to offer free 
swimming for the over 
60s so that many more of 
them can access this form 
of gentle exercise as well 
as the chance to mix and 
socialise.” 

The scheme is part of a 
Government funded 
initiative for under 16s 
and over 60s, to get more 
people active in the run 
up to London 2012 and 
improve their health. 


The Council has 
injected extra investment 
to widen the scheme to 
include Hackney’s 16 to 
18-year-olds.

When finished, the depot 
will include a new waste 
transfer station; a two-bay 
vehicle workshop; new 
fuelling system, vehicle 
wash; as well as parking 
space for waste vehicles. 

There will also be a new 
CCTV security system and 
high-quality lighting that 
will take account of the 
wildlife along the River Lee, 
which borders the site, with 
light spillage minimised as 
far as possible. 


A NEW£l.3million 
base for Hackney’s 
waste services has 
officially opened. 
The Millfields Waste 
Depot will be a base for 300 
staff, most of whom will be 
out and about every day 
keeping the borough clean 
and rubbish free. 

The building will operate 
23 hours a day and has a 
fully accessible public office 
with changing facilities and 
many green features, 
including a 
biomass 
pellet 
boiler 


power constant hot water; 
water saving infra-red taps 
and push button showers; 
plus heat exchange air 
conditioning units. 

It also boasts a living roof 
covered in turf, grass and 
wild flowers that provides 
insulation, while helping to 
reduce carbon dioxide and 
improve air quality. 

The depot, on the site of 
the old Power Station in 
Millfields Road, Clapton, 
was officially opened by 
Mayor Jules Pipe on 23 
March. He was joined by the

Another milestone 
for Henry

FIRST World War veteran 
Henry Allingham, who 
was born nearly 113 
years ago in Clapton, 
has reached a new 
milestone by becoming 
officially the oldest 
British man -ever. 

On 29 March, Henry set ] 
a new record, 
surpassing Welshman 
John Evans, who died 
in 1 990 aged 112 years | 
and 295 days. 

Henry passed the day 
quietly at St Dunstan's 
care home for blind 
ex-service personnel 
near Brighton where 
he now lives. 

In February, Henry visited Northwold Primary School, E5, and 
talked to pupils about what it was like to grow up in Hackney 
over 1 00 years ago. He is one of just two surviving First World 
War veterans in the UK, and is also the oldest Royal Navy 
veteran. Henry is due to become a ‘teenager’ again on 6 
June, when he will turn 1 1 3. 

A sketch in time 

A LOCAL artist inspired by the construction work at Dalston 
Square has been officially appointed to make a series of 
drawings to record the development.

N AMED as one of 
the top 100 most 
influential people 
in events and PR, 
Nick Ede believes in 
working hard and being a 
nice guy. 

As well as running a busy 
PR agency, it’s possible 


you’ve seen Nick in a range 
of TV presenting roles. 

Born in Edinburgh, he 
knew from an early age 
what he wanted to do. “I 
always dreamed of living in 
London,” he says. And in 
1996 that’s exactly what he 
did. Helped out by his 
scientist father and teacher 
and musician mother, Nick 
set off for the bright lights of 
the big city with two 
month’s rent in his pocket. 


He settled in Stoke 
Newington, but in 1997 his 
mother died from a stroke 
on the same day as Princess 
Diana. “I felt I wasn’t 
allowed to grieve for my 
mum, as the nation was in 
mourning,” Nick explains. 

He left London to be near 
his dad and older brother in 
Edinburgh and stayed there 
for a year to bring himself 
‘back to life’. Then he 
returned to East London to 


visit a friend, and decided to 
stay on - a moment in his 
life that he describes as the 
‘turning point’.

It is is 
delivered to a facility in Edmonton, 
operated by London Waste Ltd where 
it is turned into compost. 

In the last year, 1 05 tonnes of compost 1 
were used in our parks and green 
spaces.

The possibility of 
making more compost available to residents is being 
investigated.

Dredging up the past for a better future 



A £2million dredging 
programme to clean up the 
River Lee around the 
Olympic Park has been 
unveiled. 

The Environment Agency 
and British Waterways have 
joined forces to tackle the 
problem of poor water 
quality on the river, which 
has been an issue of concern 
for residents, boaters and 
other waterway users such 
as rowers and ramblers. 


Up to 16,000m3 of silt 
will be removed from the 
river bed, along a 7km 
stretch from Tottenham 
Lock downstream to Old 
Ford Lock. 

Dave Wardle, from the 
Environment Agency, 
explains: “Historically the 
river has suffered from 
years of abuse. Riverside 
industries discharged 
unwanted waste into the 
waterway. Homes were 


built in the area with 
misconnected pipes, and fly- 
tipping and general littering 
have been commonplace. 

“These combined actions 
have resulted in a build-up 
of silt and obstructions in 
the river, which must now 
be cleared as part of a wider 
programme of 
improvements.” 

The 2012 Olympic and 
Paralympic Games have 
provided a catalyst to clean 


up the river. Mark Hunter, 
Rower and Olympic gold 
medallist, said: “As a 
youngster growing up in 
East London, getting out on 
the water inspired me to 
become a rower, and 
improving water quality on 
the River Lee Navigation 
will help young athletes.” 

British Waterways’ 
ecologist, Leela O’Dea, 
added: “Dredging will help 
to gradually improve the 


quality of the river, which 
will encourage wildlife to 
return to the area.”

Time to save our sparrows 


By Jane Young 


THE Cockney Sparrow is 
under threat according to 
the latest survey of birdlife 
in the borough. 

Results from the RSPB’s 
Big Garden Birdwatch 


found that on the whole, 
Hackney’s feathered friends 
are doing well, but numbers 
of house sparrows are 
dropping. 

They still feature in the 
top three most common 
birds seen in our gardens, 
along with woodpigeons 


and blue tits, but the long- 
term trend shows the 
sparrow population is in 
steady decline. 

As a result of the January 
survey findings, the RSPB is 
urging everyone to do their 
bit to help save the 
sparrows. 

Spokesman, Tim Webb, 
said: “Hackney residents 
have helped make this year’s 
Big Garden Birdwatch the 
best ever. The results they 
send us help tell how 
Hackney’s environment is 
faring. It’s OK, but it could 
be better, especially for 
sparrows. 

“We’ve got researchers 
working on the problem, 
but Hackney’s gardens and 
open spaces could be part of 
the answer. 


“Gardens make up about 
22 per cent of the borough. 
Imagine what a difference it 
could make to wildlife if all 
that was managed to ease 
the impact of climate 
change. Birds are great 
indicators of the state of the 
world around us. If they’re 
suffering, we should take 
notice.” 

Big Garden Birdwatch co- 
ordinator, Sarah Kelly, 
added: “Gardens are crucial 
for urban birds and as more 
people realise the 
importance of feeding and 
gardening for wildlife we 
are seeing an increasing 
variety of birds on our 
tables and feeders. 

“This year’s survey took 
place on a chilly weekend, 
emphasising the need to 


supplement bird’s 
natural diets. The 


changeable 
conditions predicted 
as a result of climate 


change means they 
will need our help 
more than ever.”

QUIETLY cool, the upper gallery of the Marie 
Lloyd bar is the perfect place for Polish illustrator, 
Michal Konstantynowicz’s solo show, being the 
local centre of his inspiration. 

Born in the East is a collection of stark, highly 
detailed ink illustrations, which draw on many 
aspects of East London. Large and black and 
white, they are sensitively rugged, reinforcing the 
edginess of the east. 

Familiar Hackney sights jump out at you, from 
the number 38 bus, to the front of the Empire. Yet 
the more you look, the more you see, with little 
ghouls peeping out of bus windows, and sitting 
formally in the theatre. 


Why is this, you wonder? Is it the ghost of the 
Hackney Empire? This quirk gives the images a 
comedy foreboding and seems to set Michal’s 
signature style; keeping it real, with a sense of 
humour.

Tower power

S t Augustine’s Tower 
in the Narrow Way 
is Hackney’s oldest 
building, dating 
back to the 13th Century, 
and even features in the 
borough’s coat of arms. 

The Grade 1 listed tower 
is all that remains of a 
medieval parish church 
dedicated to St Augustine 
of Hippo, whose teachings 
were important to the 
Order of the Knights 
Templar. The Order owned 
a lot of land in the area and 
possibly donated the site. 

When the Order was 
suppressed in 1308, its lands 
passed to the Knights 
Hospitaller, whose patron 
saint was John the Baptist. 
The name of the church 
changed too, although St 
John-at-Hackney did not 
become official until the 
17th Century. 

Hackney was a small 
village when the church was 
built. One of the earliest 
surveys of Hackney’s 
buildings is Roger Root’s 
1741 plan of the church, 
churchyard and surrounding 
buildings. The plan was 
bought by the Archives in 
1986, but its origins remain 
a mystery. 

Over the years as the 
population grew, the church 
was extended to hold a 


much larger congregation. 
By 1789 it could seat 1,000 
people, but there still wasn’t 
enough room, and the 
following year an Act of 
Parliament was passed to 
increase the church rate - a 
way of raising money for a 
bigger building. 

In 1791, construction 
started and by 1797 
demolition of the old church 
had begun, but the tower 
remained. The bells moved 
to their present home in 
1854, after a new tower had 
been strengthened by 
underpinning, but the old 
tower kept its late 16th or 
early 17th Century clock. It 
was wound manually for 
over 400 years until an 
automated system was 
introduced recently. 

St Augustine’s tower was 
not always as prized 
however, and has been used 
for many different purposes, 
including a mortuary and a 
tool shed. 

In the 1870s urinals were 
built alongside it and in the 
1880s ‘that interesting 
Parochial Relic known as 
the Old Church Tower’ as a 
report of the time described 
it, was again threatened with 
demolition. The tower was 


spared, although not the 
urinals. In 1929, the 
Metropolitan Borough 
Council of Hackney bought 
the building from the 
Church of England. In 1983 
renovation work took place 
as part of the Urban 
Programme Environment 
Project’s Facelift scheme. 

In 1990, the tower passed 
into the care of the Hackney 
Historic Buildings Trust and 
with funding from the 
Council, Heritage of 
London Trust, and the 
European Commission, the 
building has been restored 
and the clock repaired. 

The Heritage Lottery 
Fund and the Council 
funded more restoration 
works in 2005 which have 
allowed the tower to open to 
the public on the last Sunday 
of each month. It is possible 
to climb a winding narrow 
staircase to the roof and 
enjoy a spectacular 
panoramic view not only of 
Hackney and beyond, but 
also of the splendid Church 
Gardens which were last 
year awarded both a 
prestigious Green Flag and 
Green Flag Heritage status.

HACKNEY’S teenagers are 
being warned to look after 
their mates in a stark new 
road safety campaign. 

Transport for London (TfL) 
has launched its latest 
advertising campaign with a 
‘don’t let your friendship die 
on the road’ theme, based 
on research that shows 
young people are motivated 
by loyalty to their friends. 

Posters show actors who 
appear to be leaning against 
a wall, however a second glance reveals them to be actually 
lying on the road after a collision. Teenagers are more likely 
to be involved in an accident than any other age group, so 
posters will be placed close to schools. 

Chris Lines, Head of the TfL London Road Safety Unit, said: 
“Everyday a teenager is killed or seriously injured on London 
roads. While this number is steadily falling, one injury is still 
one too many.”

TWO new tool and plant hire centres are set to be opened for 
contractors working in the Olympic Park in a bid to reduce 
site traffic.

ODA Director of Construction, Howards Shiplee, said: “These 
two facilities, one based at the north and one based at the 
south of the Park will significantly reduce the number of 
journeys made within and around the Olympic Park. 

“That means we are reducing congestion and emissions 
from vehicles by providing facilities nearby they would 
usually travel to get.”

Darren Attread is the Council’s Acting 
Area Environmental Manager 


DARREN has turned his hand to every 
job going in his 1 5 years with the 
waste service. 

He started as a street sweeper, and 
now manages a 35-strong team 
responsible for keeping the streets of 
Haggerston, De Beauvoir, Hoxton and 
Dalston clean. 

Darren’s working day starts at 6am, 
co-ordinating the street sweepers, 
the refuse trucks and brushing 
machines, making sure there are no 
gaps in the service. 

Up to three hours a day are spent 
monitoring. “We go out looking for 
problems,” he says. He gets monthly 
reports, showing any trouble spots. 
That way, eyesores can be dealt with 


promptly. If necessary, he can call on 
the enforcement team, who 
prosecute people for fly-tipping and 
illegal dumping.“There’s no excuse 
for dumping,” he says. “The Council 
will collect up to five items, five times 
a year from every house, absolutely 
free of charge.” 

Darren has built up a good 
relationship with residents 
associations. He knows how much 
clean streets mean to people. 
Resident satisfaction with the service 
has doubled since 2001 , but Darren 
and his team aren’t complacent. 
“We’ve made a big difference, but 
we’re aiming to improve even more,” 
he adds. 


A tidy operation

T HE Council’s 
street cleaning 
team are the 
people tasked 
with keeping Hackney 
clean and free of litter. 

There are 150 street 
cleaners - 78 work on 
their own, with the rest 
working in teams, using 
tipper vehicles or large 
mechanical brooms to 
sweep up rubbish. 
Between them, they pick 
up around 300 tonnes of 
litter and dumped waste 
every week. 

Every road is swept at 
least twice a week and 
high streets and town 


centres are cleaned daily, 
seven days a week. 
Streets are inspected in 
between. 

Changes have recently 
been made to 
commercial waste 
collections. From 6 
April, businesses with a 
waste contract with the 
Council will be given red 
sacks. This will allow 
collectors to easily tell 
what may be 
commercial waste, and 
help them identify waste 
left by businesses 
without proper disposal 
arrangements. 

The Council will also 
be introducing a ‘time- 
banding’ scheme over 
the next few months, 
with businesses and 
residents on main 


thoroughfares being 
asked to put out their 
rubbish at set times for 
collection twice a day, 
every day, including 
weekends. 

A similar scheme has 
been operating in part of 
Stoke Newington for 
two years and won a 
Keep Hackney Tidy 
Award in 2007, as well 
as praise from residents. 

The scheme will be 
phased in to allow 
people time to get used 
to the new system.
